2. The basis of the treaty ie the exchange of 750,000 tons of. Polish coal for 
Argentine hides, wool, lard, and quebracho extract. Poland is also asking 
Argentina for a quota of lead concentrates. Source believes that if Argentina 
grants this quota, the material will go eventually to the Soviets. 


3. The Polish commercial mission has enter¢d into a separate agreement with Cia. 
Argentina de Electricidad (CADE) to sell that organization 200,000 tons of 
Polish coal C.I.F. at Buenos Aires. The isrgentine Government's purchasing 
agency, IAPI, will handle the regular 750,000 tons of coal covered in the 
treaty. The recently-formed Polish firm, RECOMIN, will handle transactions - 
under the treaty for the Polish Goverment. 


h. The method of payment in the Polish mission's deal with CADE has not been 
decided upon. The coal, according to the agreement, will be shipped to 
Argentina in the early part of 1919, but CADE is said to fear a delay in 
the actual delivery.
